GENERAL DAWES' WORLD WIDE FAME AS 


TROUBLE-MENDER 


General Dawes attained his greatest fame through his ac­ 
tivity in connection with the Reparation Commission ot experts, 
appointed by the Reparations Commission to try to bring about 
a settlement of the German reparations question suitable to all 
the countries interested. Leaving for Paris in December General 
Dawes set about accomplishing his task. 
This he did with his 
customary quietness, working long hours day and night until it 
was time to delve deeply into the subject by means of technical 
investigations. 
At the opening of the experts’ conference last 
January 4 in Paris General Dawes delivered a straightforward, 
hard-hitting speech. He pointed out,that he could not speak either 
for the Government of the United States or the American people, 
but only as an individual. 
He said he had accepted the invitation of the Reparations 
Commission, which is charged by the Versailles peace treaty with 
the task of seeing that Germany meets her war obligations to the 
Allies, to investigate German’s financial and economic position. 
This he would do to the best of his ability. 
In his address General Dawres, after reviewing the situation 
from the standpoint of an American business man, made an ear­ 
nest plea for the use of common sense and for practical co-opera­ 
tion among the nations so that German productiveness might be 
restored to her in order that she might meet her obligations. 
With characteristic forcefulness General Dawes denounced 
’‘the incessant misrepresentations and intolerable interjections of 
those foul, carrion-loving vultures—the nationalistic demagogues 
of all countries—who would exploit their pitiful personalities out 
Df a common misfortune.” 
The American plan, as briefly outlined by General Dawes, 
consisted of stabilization of German currency and the balancing 
of the German budget. 
He declared th at “as the economic pro­ 
cesses of Germany under a stable currency and with) a balanced 
budget are revived there will be demonstrated the capacity of 
Germany to pay.” 
“Let us first; help Germany to get well,” General Dawes added. 
The committee, headed by General Dawes, conducted hear­ 
ings in Paris and Berlin, at which financial and economic experts 
of the allied countries of the League of Nations and of Germany 
were called upon to testify. Dr. Schacht, President of the German 
Reichsbank, was among the prominent Germans to appear before 
the committee both in Paris and in Berlin, to give his viewpoint 
on the situation. After long and laborious efforts the report of the 
Experts Committee finally was drafted and submitted to the Re­ 
paration Commission, which accepted it as the basis for settle­ 
ment of the long standing trouble between the Allies and Ger­ 
many. 
After the Reparation Commission had accepted the report the 
Allied Governments likewise gave their sanction to it, France in 
principle. 
The German Government also accepted it, but for some time 
the Reichstag declined to acquiesce. Chancellor Otto Marx declar­ 
ed the report presented the only method of salvation for Germany. 
After acrimonious debate the Reichstag June 6 by a vote of 247 
to 183 approved the position of the Government in favor of the 
report.

General Charles Gates Dawes was born in Marietta, Ohio, 
August 27, 1865. His father was commander of the famous “Iron 
Brigade,” of Wisconsin in the Civil War. 
The younger Dawes attended the public schools and was 
graduated from the M arietta College in 1876. He then went to 
Cincinnati, entered the Cincinnati Law School and was graduated 
with the class of 1886. 
Dawes then worked as an engineer, in the construction of 
what is now the Toledo and Central Ohio Railroad, but after a 
year removed to Lincoln, Neb., where he entered legal practice, 
becoming in a few years the head of a firm specializing in public 
iitilities counsel and litigation. 
From this he undertook successfully the promotion and devel­ 
opment of gas plants in the West. 
A fter several ventures he became President of a gas, light­ 
ing and coke concern in Evanston, 111., which eventually merged 
with the People’s Gas Light and Coke Company, Chicago. 
Mr. Dawes became interested in politics in the McKinley carrT- 
paign in 1896 and, upon the election of President McKinley, ac­ 
cepted the post of Comptroller of the Treasury of the United 
States, occupying the position from 1898 to 1901. 
In the next year he organized the Central Trust Company of 
Illinois, with home offices in Chicago, of which he was the Presi- 
dent until 1921, when he became Chairman of the Board iof Di­ 
rectors. 
At the outbreak of the World War he placed his services at 
the disposal of the Government and went abroad with the Ameri­ 
can Expeditionary Force, first os Colonel of the Sexenteenth Engi­ 
neers and later as the Chairman o fthe General Purchasing Board 
which handled supplies for the troops. 
After the war he remained abroad for several months in 
charge of liquidation work. 
lh 1921 he was made the first director of the Budget to put 
n force the new law for a revolutionary method of making and 
expending Federal appropriations. 
He accepted the post for a 
year and resigned at its expiration. He has written a voluminous 
and valuable work on the subject entitled, “The First Year of t>e 
Budget in the United States.” Hu has been an advocate of a na-! 
tional budget for many years. 
It now is the conviction of the nations of the world that the 
rehabilitation of Europe and the world at large depends upon th e 1 
adoption and operation of the Dawes plan.
